Lc. is based on combination of iabour% capital- and 
science-intensive imiduetions and intended for wcll- 
hnlanced growth of small-scale, big capitalist and state 
sectors. 

From this point, the experience of Asian countries is ofa 
certain importance for drsTloping small (in particular. 
coK>p<?raiive) sector in the USSR. The recently adopted 
laws on the state enteiprtsc. the co-operatkm and the 
individual labour aciivtiies meant a legal acknowledge- 
ment of such objecti ve reality as the multi-scctor nature 
of Soviet economy. However, the perestroyka in general 
has not shaken the monopoly of state propeny. and this 
makes possible negative processes in economy to grow 
wtlluMit hindrance. The state sector still sta>*s apart from 
any r%»mpctition. Only secondary roles arc still assigned 
to co-operative and K'lf-cmploycd workers. In the 
existing conditions they are not able to organire any 
important production while co-operafors could success- 
fully ensure, for instance, a small-scries production of 
mini-tractors, mini-mmbincs. electronic equipment and 
dcarmcchnical devices, as well as the small enterprises 
perform this function in practically all countries of Asia. 
But this way is still firmly blocked by a deep-rcmied 
iSugma in our consciousness that proclaimed the slate 
property lo k* a prion the height of perfection.

One could not deny that the building of socialism in 
majority of socialist-orienicd stales was realized under 
mroNg influence of the 5htviet extwricncc which was 
advocated by our theorists as the basic model of 
aocialism. They wrote piles of works pretending lo give 
Analysis cd* the non-captiaiisf way of dcsTiopfneni in 
Ccntnif Asian Soviet fepoblks. f tcomme tided as a sun- 
dard for young states of the *nbird world,** f lowever. 
these works were completely out of touch «rilh reality, 
ignoring existing problems and difficulties. But recently. 



wkm mor. mnis dtstortiocis of socialist pnnctplcs in 
Sos'ict Aupti republics came to light, they puzzled many 
^bcoriMfiif sociai sciences and party wtirkers. unmasked 
complexity and contradictions of the real scxrialism and 
‘^’iliwayi. 

la the autbofT opinion, we should admit that problems 
•etuaUy faced hy the fepuWtcs of Central Asia and 
, ICazakhslaa are similar lo those of developing countries 
of the East (to tome extern this includes also countries 
which develop on the capitaiist svay). Dangers that 
ttHueatea tbcie peoples ta generti are connected with 
" a cce l c f atcd path of historical development, negative 
innuence of the whole underdevriopment in the pre- 
aocialist period, the heritage id* feudalism. The article 
amdinizes a key p r oM c m cd* this heritage— the conser- 
vation and functioning of the traditional tocteiy in 
Soviet Asian rvpuUics. 

The socialism built under Stalin's direction was itself a 
mode! of feudal community. Its features were pater- 
nalism. hierarchic and caste structure, use of a powcrf^ul 
compulsion machinery. In Central Asian republics the 
hierarchy of Stalin's socialism joined the hierarchy of the 
old feudal system. Institutes of traditional society which 
still remain attractive for masses, in the epoch of stag- 
nation became a goc^ camouflage for money-grubbing 
and corruption. F^ibly spread wage-levelling also con- 
tributed to the ronicrs'ation of the feudal type commu- 
nity. The wage-lcvetling of the barrack-like socialism was 
close by nature to the feudal levelling and therefore 
easily tocA root in mass conscience.

Scepticism towards possibilities of soctaiisi-oricnted 
pedtey in developing aiuntiies. which became wide- 
spread lately among Siovicl researrhers. is a sort of 
retroactive reaction to the os*crcsiimatcd realities in the 
past. However, considering the capitalist and ilu- 
socialist oricnt.*itions of dc^’clopmcnt we should not 
exancrate their difTerencc. which is strict enough in the 
polttical and idccdogical field but is less important in the 
social and economic sphere. This is quite natural, 
because the main tasks of ovemHiting haek%vardness 
faced by developing countries are similar if not identical. 
Their essence is the acccicralcd creation of the potential 
this overcofping. alt possible dcvelopmcm of produc- 
tive forces, both material and human. This circumstance 
inevtubfy reduces the social and economic dtflcrencc 
between the two alternative lines to non-significant 
variations in proportions ofeeruin aims and methods of 
policy in countries of both oricnuiions at ibe present 
stage. This thesis is confirmed in the snide by a review 
of the imlicy of African states on main prdilcms dealing 
with vital petmle's intnesis. i.c. the essential, human 
component of productive forces. 
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fa Ifcc Mhor's opinion, the tlcgradation of social and

HmKISH ASPECTS OF TRUMAN IXXTRINE 
AND SOME MKSTAKFJv OF STALINIST DIPLO- 
MACY

While Greek events and the situation about Turkey- were 
the occasion to proclaim the doctrine, its Greek and 
Turkish aspects haven't K-cn yet a special subjea of 
study in our country. However, the Truman doctrine 
played a crucial role in Amcrican-Turkish relations, in 
the choice by Turkey of its place in the post-war world, 
a^ this influenced, of course, the Soviet-Turkish rela- 
tions as well. The principles of the doctrine still suy the 
basis of bilateral relations between Turkey and the USA. 

The author fried to reconsider the Soviet interpretation 
^ the Truman doctrine. Now, when we review our past, 
it is useful to show consequences of the wrong approach 
by LV. Stalin and his associates to the Soviet policy in 
the region.

The Soviet-Turktsh relations reached a high level of 
•ension during first post-war years. In course of the 
second world war Turkey look in fact an:i-Soviel posi- 
tions. and after the war the Soviet government 
denounced the Treaty on friendship and neutrality 
between the two countries, signed in Paris in 1925. and 
suggested to prepare a new treaty. However, Soviet 
proposals that followed, aggravated even more the bilat- 
eral relations, contributed to the weslem orienution of 
Turkey. With approval of Stalin. Georgia am* Armenia 
put in cUims on the adjacent parts of Turkish lerriloiy-. 
In the course of the diplomat ic discussion on the regime 
of the Hack Sea straits between USSR, USA. Great 
Bnuin and Turkey, the Soviet party also raised claims 
unarccpUblc for the Turks, vdiich resutled in drawing up 
of a common liritish-Amcrican-Turkish position. 

SYNOtETISM OF Xr:LIGK)US AND MYTHOLOG- 
JTAL CONCEITS OF PRE-MOSLEM TURKS 

LV.STEBLEVA 

The article deals with insofllcicnily explored problrm of 
various rritgtous and mylhologfcai pre-Islam systems 
which functioned among Turkic peoples of ( Vntra! Asia, 



Souli^ ai^ Eastern Siberia. From the 6ih century 
Turkic peoples began to form military, political and state 
wnkms of tribes. On their territories written texts were 
created, dealing with «himan»m. Buddhism, Man- 
jehaetsm and Christianity. The adoption of Islam by 
’^Turkt hi Central Asia bi^n m lOth century, but this 
process was hmi. and during several centuries Turkic 
^peoples Mved ia the sphere of other cullurai and religious 
"icadttions. 

Tuitk manoicripu available for studying these pre- 
foiam conceptual systems are written by runic. Man- 
hhaeaa and Uighur scripts. They hidudc special relt- 
pious icxu (prayers, hymns, instructions and norms of 
oeligiotis behaviour) as well as literary works (epitaphs. 
Mstorical and hermr poems, didactic parables and 
novels). 

A most peculiar feature of these works is the interaction 
of various religious and mythological traditions. Sha- 
tnanic lexu arc influenced by the Manichaean religion 
(the runic fortune-idling book). Manichaean hymns arc 
created under the influence of Buddhism. Tlic s>*ncre- 
tism of Manichaean and Buddhist idi-as and notions 
reaches the levd where Mani is kfcntificd with Buddha. 
Manicbactsm receives as well an impact of Christianity: 
in the prayer mkiressed to *‘Mani-Ange! (and) Buddha" 
the word equivalent of -anger means also -apostle." 
Turkic Christian texts were influenced by riiamanism 
(the ritual f^ula of space description) and Man- 
idiaeism wdiich Included in its turn some features of 
Zoroastrianism. 

SOCIAL AND POLITICAL VIEWS OF ABU- 
L-HASAN AL-MAWARDI (NEW TRENDS OF 
STUDIES)

Works created by this eminent Moslem medieval lawyer, 
expert on problems of the state, have been studied for a 
long lime by orientalists. Modem tsiamists interpret the 
heritage of al-Mawardi. this distinguished theorist of the 
Islamic state— caliphate, as being purely theocratic con- 
cept. 

The notion of -coocewnd" takes a key {dace in his 
concept aimed at giving explanation to the existence and 
functioning of society. This "concord" is necessary for 
people to receive -suffictem matter of their life" in the 
course M‘-dcvelopmem of the work!" iimara). Human 
^icty Is considered by the medieval theorist to be 
tnncily differeniigtcd: -unity in diflcrence" is a . pre- 
condition of -union" {iVhJS of people perfomiing var- 
iotts funcltons in the procc« of -dcvckipmeni of the 
work!" (tillage, handicnifl etc.) ami therefore needing 
one another. 

Mutual hostility Inherent In people by nature miuires 
the cxistimee of power to consdidate this union using tlte 
-rriigion" (</m). Al-Mawardi reconsiders the notion of 
-religion" interpreting it as any set of society-<*rgani/ing 
rnmns and rules, including even "dislumesty” (Aw/r) if it 
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IS Ihc functiofi of uniting pc«q4c. Norms of the 
^Vdigion'* intcnNrftd in this nay are oblifiior>' both Tor 
tMbjects and the sovereign {malik}, the supreme ruler 
is to take measures to ensure the community life.

^OLE OF SCALES UFUME AND SPACE IN MOt>- 
^.SUiNG OF HISTORICAL PROCESS

'Nationality or irraiionality the history depends to a 
considcrabtc extent on the scale applied to it. This idea 
was pul forward in 1 7t4 tpr E. Kant who noted the trend 
to all-world political unificatton. F. Schlegcl. leaning 
upon the Indian experience, argued that there were no 
ptonetary lime; each great culture went the way from 
levelation to rational constructions leading to a loss of 
creative impulse and to a decline. The model b>‘ Kant, in 
the flnal analysis, can be traced back to Augustus and 
Jewish iHomisc of Messiah, and the model by Schlegcl— 
10 the Indo-European mythologem of four centuries 
(golden, silver, copper and iron). These models arc not 
aMitually excluding. Total historical movement has a 
complex inner structure including a number of movc- 
mcnis. each of them being evident on a certain scale of 
urliculaiion of historical time and spare. The article 
distinguishes nve scales of the time and Ihc same 
number of scales for Ihc cultural space. On the super- 
large scale of Indian mythology, the htsioiy in general is 
an illusion and only elcmiiy is real. On a global large 
scale Kcumulatcd changes (growth of productive forces, 
of population. difTcrentiation of society and intellect: 
growing alienation, ccologtcal tension etc.) are first and 
foremost. A middle ^obal scale discerns wave move- 
ments. the **ctcrnal return.** the revival of ardiaic fea- 
tures in Ihc Middle Ages and of the classics In the 
modern history. In Chinese historiography this is 
expressed by an alternation of dynasties ‘lit and yan. On 
a middle local scale the most important are cycles of rise 
aud dedtne of various cultures. These movements, while 
tb^ are different enough, can be considered as being 
lattonal. easily modelled. They arc opposed to expk»tvc 
movements directid by a charismatic leader (M. Weber) 
ora group of **passk>narics** (L.N. Gumilyov). Here only 
antbropomorphous scale ts possible. There are no rea- 
leos lo explain Mongolian conquesU besides those inicr- 
taced in Gengts Khan*s personality. It is impossible to 
fetttec what new *>asstonary** (Hitter. Khomeini) will 
firuilrate all plans of sober-minded pcof^. However, itic 
course of time smoothes away traces of cx|dosions and 
die logic ofhisiory is restored to tis rights.

This Round Table eoncemsprabienis of development of 
die economic history of the East in the USSR. Tbe article 
4iy AM: fetrov -New Tasks of Ancient Science and 
Some Materials for Study of Economic llislory of the 
£ast** (I9f9, No 2) gave rise lo the present discussion. 
The participaau put the guestion: what ts the reason of 
jpneh a hig in ihc field (history of economy) which was 
Iradittonally considered by tbe marxbl science as a 
priority? A number of sohilions is si^gestcd. In the 
nulhors* upinkm, me of qtMniitativc methods would 
allow lo rricct some dogmas which need lo be reviewed. 
C4. the dogma of tbe -robbery** of the East as a source of 
prinury capitalist accumulation. The economic back- 
wardness of the East was. first of all, a result of the 
non-abiltly of eUtist economy lo ensure the extended 
reproduction, and not that of the -colonial robbery.** 

A negative influence on the East, exerted by the West, 
was rather that the East actively rejected all wTstem 
dements, becoming more and more archaic. However, 
one should not consider that modernization of the 
mtm economy is inevitably to lead to the death of 
traditional structures, pre4ndustrial civilization. The 
study of economic history of the East would help under- 
standing economic problems of the USSR. 

Results of the study of ecmiomic history could be applied 
r<H* forecasting trends in the following flelds: global 
problems, studies of economic growth and anal>*sis of 
precedents. 

UNIDENTIFIED FLYING OBJECTS (UFO) IN

The process of cmanctpalton of thought in (*hina in 
1910$ is particularly impressive after the spiritual 
vacuum of the epoch of **cultural revolution.** The thirst 
of the whole society for knowledge based on the cai- 
nomtc reforms, ukes in a number of cases the form of 
unofllcial reiencc.

The cflbni by Chinese 
acientists to find in anc^nt (jhinese sources -historical 
evidences** of UFO* exigence are d* particular Interest 
for Sinologisis and experts in ictencc of scieiice. The 
activities of adherents of this new sdeniific trend in 
Cliina demonstrate methodology and tasks of the Oii- 
acic historical science in general. 

Tbe article considers a number of concrete modern 
versions of interpretation of historical materials on 
extramdinary flying phenomena. A number of works 
criticizing the attempts to place a htstorioil basis under 
this prtdilem. as a rule, docs not dispute the main 
modem concept of UFO as a ptlxIuci of alien mind.
